Britain’s Strategy 

The British Air Ministry has, again and 
again, referred to the “master plan” being 
carried out by the R.A.F. in its nightly bomb- 
ing attacks on Germany and on German-oc- 
cupied territory in Europe. It is well, when 
reading reports of the bombings, to understand 
this plan, its ultimate objective and the prob- 
able progress toward achievement. 

Briefly, the full objective of the plan is to 
completely subdue the German air force and 
to utterly smash the huge industrial machine 
that makes that air force, and the entire Nazi 
war effort, effective. Then, when this is ac- 
complished, the situation will be ready for the 
anticipated invasion and, it is hoped, complete 
crushing of Nazi Germany, with the ulti- 
mate restoration to all the subjugated peoples 
of Europe of their ravaged lands. 

To do this the R.A.F. is following a care- 
fully thought out, long planned and meticu- 
lously exact program of attacks on industrial 
plants, transportation centers and oil storage 
facilities, all the way from Norway to the Swiss 
border and across Germany even to the east 
of Berlin. It is for this long range bombing of 
the numerous industrial centers in eastern 
Germany that new and larger bombers are in 
process of manufacture in Britain and in this 
country, and it is for the same purpose that 
Britain would like to secure some of our “fly- 
ing fortresses” through a deal similar to that 
under which 50 destroyers of world war vintage 
were recently transferred to the Royal Navy. 

More than 200 of Germany’s most impor- 
tant industrial centers have already been 
bambed many times. Recently, two tons of 
bombs were dropped on the great Krupp mu- 
nitions works at Essen, starting fires and ex- 
plosions that blazed over an extensive area. 

It is reported that the disruption of trans- 
portation has been so severe that, despite Ger- 
many’s policy of draining all available food- 
stuffs out of the conquered lands for the bene- 
fit of Germany proper, rail traffic from Den- 
mark to Germany had to be halted, recently, 
for three weeks. 

Undoubtedly the people of London would 
like to hear of bombings of Berlin comparative 
to the severity of the nightly bombings of Lon- 
don. The experiences London has undergone 
cannot fail to create a feeling of intense hatred 
in the hearts of those who have suffered for 
the people responsible. It is but human nature 
to feel the urge to give the same suffering as 
received. 

Undoubtedly there have been serious and 
heavy bombings in Berlin. Some of the im- 
portant military objectives included in the 
British master plan are in that city. Un- 
doubtedly civilian Germans in many indus- 
trial towns have suffered heavily. But this has 
been but incidental to the plan. There has been 
no indiscriminate bombing of civilians in Ger- 
many such as London has undergone. 

There can be no doubt that Britain will 
continue to concentrate on the master plan 
with grim stubbornness. No matter how long 
it takes to achieve the desired goal, Britain’s 
bombing planes will, night after night, deposit 
their loads of destruction upon those objectives, 
which will most effectively render the German 
war machine impotent. 

Already, authentic reports tell how the Ger- 
man production of new planes has been so se- 
verely disrupted that the output does not equal 
the rate of German losses. On the other hand, 
Britain’s air force is growing stronger daily, 
with the combined production of British, Ca- 
nadian and United States factories. 

Meanwhile, the R.A.F. and the British navy 
have smashed so effectively at the so-called 
“invasion ports” facing the English Channel 
and the North Sea that Germany has been 
compelled to withdraw the troops she had 
massed there back into the interior to greater 
safety. Reports tell of German troops killed 
by the tens of thousands under the nightly 
bombardments of the R.A-F. 

There can be no doubt, despite the paucity 
of authentic news out of Germany, that Hitler 
and Mussolini and their associates are badly 
‘worried. For the British master plan is work- 


ing, with accelerated power, and it will con- 
tinue, inexorably, until it achieves its full pur- 


pose,

Soon, all Atlantans will be asked to give 
their fair proportion to the Community Fund.

This year, with the nation’s most vital busi- 
ness that of building an impregnable national 
defense, it is more important than ever that 
the work of the fund agencies not be permitted 
to lag. In building better citizens, physically, 
spiritually and in character, such a fund is an 
important factor in building a stronger nation, 
which, in the last analysis, is a nation able 
to defend itself against all comers and to take 
its proper role in world affairs. 

A nation of men and women still showing 
the effects of under-privileged childhood, a 
nation of improperly educated, improperly 
housed, improperly fed people is a nation too 
weak even to survive. : 

Remember, when you give this year to the 
Community Fund you are doing some of your 
individual part in the program of defense. 
Especially you who stay at home. The boys 
who will be drafted into the army are giving 
to their country more than you can give. So 
don’t be reluctant about opening the purse 
strings and giving to the Community Fund 
a gift at least partly commensurate with the 
gifts others are giving to their country.

Girl Scout Week 


During Girl Scout Week, which will be na- 
tionally observed from October 27 to November 
2, all Girl Scouts in the Atlanta area are be- 
ing asked to register with their local Service 
Bureau. Then, through this bureau, Girl Scouts 
specially equipped for various public services 
will be called whenever the need for these spe- 
cific services is made known. It isa plan similar 
to that used by the Boy Scouts, who are called 
for such tasks as traffic control aids during 
rush seasons, ushers at public functions, etc., 
etc. 

Among the specific tasks to which Girl 
Scouts will be assigned are sewing, knitting, 
filing, making posters, taking flowers to hos- 
pitals, ushering, story telling, collecting cloth- 
ing, making scrapbooks, etc. 

The formation of this Girl Scout Service 
Bureau emphasizes that, if freedom and hu- 


man progress are to continue, girls as well as 


boys need training in meeting the problems 
of democratic life. 

Democracies are likely to have a mistaken 
idea that girls’ behavior takes care of itself 
or is taken care of at home. It has remained 
for totalitarian states to show that women and 
girls, the mothers and future mothers of the 
race, are one of the most important single 
influences in making or breaking a national 
way of life. 

The Girl Scouts are showing what can be 
done in a voluntary, democratic way to make 
girls responsible, intelligent citizens. They are 
ready to meet present emergencies and at the 
same time to build for the future. But the Girl 
Scout membership in Atlanta is only a frac- 


* tion of what it should be if the ideal of prac- 


tical citizenship experience for all girls is to 
be realized. A nation is not a fortress with 
walls. It is,a living body which dies if new 
blood ceases to flow through its veins. That 
new blood must be healthy and plentiful. 

The democracies have learned it is not 
enough to have a small group of men and 
women of godd will. Governments crumble 
unless all the people understand their respon- 
sibilities and are equipped by experience to 
work for the common cause. |

Some of the stories were calculated to arouse anger, resent- 


ment. 


“Ho-hum, so-that-campaign-is-back-again-is-it?” attitude and gave 
a small sum quickly and with a “now-that’s-over-for-a-year” 
complacency.

This was to be expected. They encountered all the different 
phases of human reactions. They met selfishness, miserliness, greed, 
lack of gratitude, lack of understanding, lack of vision and, of 
course, many thrilling examples of vision, unselfishness, grati- 
tude and devotion. . 

All the best and worst in mankind comes out as the Community 
Chest goes from door to door asking people, in the name of human- 
ity, in the name of their city and country to make a contribution to 
the Community Fund. But most discouraging were those who had 
not given the Fund proper consideration.

; There may be some who 
ask, “To what does one give when one gives to the Community

One gives to many tangible things. One gives, of course, to the 
homes wherein children, orphans by death, desertion,.or inability 
of parents to care for them, are housed, taught, clothed, fed, pro- 
tected. 

One gives to medical care for the old persons who are dying 
slowly of incurable diseases. One gives to medical care for crippled 
children. One gives to the helpless ones, young and old. 

One gives to those who are dying of tuberculosis and to those 
who can, with rest and care, check that scourge and come back to 
normal life. 

One gives to buy bandages, to buy the care of nurses and to pro- 
vide food and medicine for the poor who are sick and hurt. One 
buys relief from pain for those who suffer. 

One gives to some things less tangible but equally important. 
One gives to the work in juvenile delinquency and to the problem 
of making less and less each year the numbers of children who are 
forced into crime or vice. 

God knows no child does this by choice. Surely there is none 
so monstrous as to say a child does so by choice? We know it is 
because of their environment, their associates, perhaps their pa- 
rents, or perhaps the pressures and lacks of poverty. 

So, we give to try to alleviate that situation, those problems. 

We give to the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts so that boys and 
girls from the poorer families may be made a part of these or- 
ganizations which are a bulwark against juvenile missteps and a 
great incentive to becoming good citizens. 

One gives to other things which make for a better and a hap- 
pier community. There is no mystery about where the money goes 
nor any mystery about what it does. 

I think the most shameful story of all is of those smug and 
cheating persons who say they will not give because they like to 
give where “I can see where my money goes.” 

They can better see where it goes in the Community fund than 
anywhere else. Their excuse, in all but a few cases, is a miserly 
evasion of giving anything to any appeal. 


WHAT IS DEMOCRACY? All those professional moo-ers 
about democracy ought to be the 
first and most generous of givers. 

Those who fear for democracy ought to come rushing in with 
contributions. 

Those who fear that government more and more is taking over 
the functions of the individual, ought to come running with fat 
contributions. 

The Community Fund cares for those who need help. 

It makes those people feel they live-in a nation and in com- 
munities which are aware of their needs, which does something to 
help them. It makes them feel that one may be a citizen of the 
Republic of the United States and be better off there than if one 
lived in a state where there is no government of the people but one 
of dictatorship. 

A piece of bread, a doctor for a sick baby, food for a starving 
child—any one of these can become much more important than 
democracy or the liberties of a republic. 

One cannot pour liberty out of a milk bottle; one cannot eat 
freedom of speech and press. 

The Community Fund is so important to our form of govern- 
ment and our way of life that it is difficult to see how anyone can 
refuse or fail to contribute to if. 

Think it over. It is your own personal problem. 

Give to the Community Fund and to all that it means.

We are natural snobs. We covet the good opinion of our fellows 
and long to be “‘somebody,” and when we have climbed above the 
crowd and acquired the benefits of superiority, we erect barriers 
to keep out the multitude and insure the perpetuation of our 
special privileges. Being ‘exclusive’ not only protects the elite 
from contact with the unwashed, but also serves to focus attention 
upon them and insure the continued admiration of the multitude. 

The exclusiveness of the fortunate is as old as human society, 
and each generation in turn has preserved it by means of titles, 
orders of merit, caste rules and social taboos. 

In time of peace it has done no hurt except to the pride of the 
excluded, but in time of war, when all men must co-operate to save 
their nation, it can be ruinous. 

It came close to ruining England, for it kept well-born incom- 
petents in high place and refused to harness the greater abilities 
of commoners. 

A taste of disaster taught England wisdom, and caste lines over 
there are disappearing; but here in Amarica, the land of equality, 
we have the lesson yet to learn. 

It is charged by responsible statesmen that our navy handicaps 
itself and keeps good men down by reason of the caste system de- 
veloped at Annapolis. 

And now there is a growing belief that aviation is trying to 
be exclusive. Somebody on the inside apparently has decided that 
pilots should be officers and gentlemen, and are much more likely 
to be socially acceptable if they have had two years in college. ° 

Can a college sophomore fly better than a high school graduate? 
If not, why is he given preference? 

It might not matter if sophomores were sufficiently abundant, 
but they aren’t. Major Frederic T. Lord says our hoped-for 50,000 
planes will require 200,000 pilots, yet the army is unable to get 
7,000 a year for training. The navy wants 9,500 a year, yet in five 
years has graduated only 1,169. 

There are tens of thousands of youngsters, without college 
training, who are eager to be pilots. Why endanger the nation by 
denying them the right to serve?

Least Resistance 

It was long a tradition in Eng- 
land that a peasant’s son should 
be a peasant.

Perhaps rising to 
the dignity of a butler. 

A shoemaker’s son would be- 
come a shoemaker. A tailor’s son 
a tailor—and proud of it. Carry- 
ing on the old firm. And why not? 

Not so bad, after all, when you 
think of this country. The system 
had its advantages. 

But I don’t think it would work 
over here. I’m glad it doesn’t. It | 
isn’t the American idea. 

We have dynasties in America. 
Great banking families and man- 
ufacturing families whose sons are 
sent to college and then brought 
back to be broken into the busi- 
ness and carry on. Most of them, 
I think, meke good. Sometimes 
even better than their fathers, 
sometimes not. 

But in the United States the 
printer’s son isn’t satisfied to be a 
printer. The baker’s son refuses to 
become a baker. 

Difference is that in this coun- 
try the printer.and the baker don’t 
want their sons to follow their 
trades. They hope they'll get high- 
er up in the world—financially. 
And they encourage them to step 
out. 


Going Places 

Both points of view have much 
to recommend them.

For 
that matter, there no satisfac- 
tory scientific explanation for the 
prophylactic and remedial value 
of quinine against malaria. Cer- 
tainly it is not due to any ger- 
midical or plasmodicidal power of 
quinine itself—at least no such 
power is exerted when quinine in 
comparable concentration is mix- 
ed with cri germs or malaria plas- 
modia in the test tube. Neverthe- 
less I am thoroughly convinced 
that quinine aids in the body's de- 
fense and fight against pneu- 
monia, acute bronchitis, flu, grip 
or what do you call it before you 
can be certain what is developing 
if not the cri. 

It doesn’t matter whether the 
quinine be taken in the form of 
quinine sulfate, quinine bi-sulfate, 
quinine hydro-chloride or quinine 
tannate (quinine tannate is a form 
sometimes preferred for children, 
in chocolates), or whether in tab- 
let, pill, capsule or in solution.

“What was the main reason you changed your mind?” the Insti- 
tute asked.

2. Belief that a deepening war crisis abroad had made Roosevelt's 
re-election necessary: “Roosevelt’s experience is needed in this crisis; 
we shouldn’t change now.” |
